Arctic explorer, says he hopes to start some 
time this year on a new exploration trip in search 
of "a practical commercial route” for the shipment 
of Canadian grain from Hudson Bay to Europe by 
way of die Arctic. Indeed he is looking forward 
:.H • time when specially constructed giant lub—.v^e. 
will carry grain from Churchill under the ice all the 
year round. Ottawa quite naturally reminds Sir 
Hubert that we already hare a navigation season 
through Hudson Straits operating from August 10 
to the end of October. 

In this age of remarkable developments.in means 
of transportation it does not do to scoff at new pos¬ 
sibilities; but we shall haxard the guess that many 
seasons will pass before grain is loaded in submarines 
at Churchill for Europe, either in summer or winter. 
Incidentally, the state of the European wheat market 
these days does not call for any new means, or for 
a longer season, of getting grain to these markets. 
Sir Hubert will find it more interesting and profitable 
to stick to his under-water experiments for the

lime ago the Friendly Help Welfare Association 
of Greater Victoria appealed for #40,000 to enable 
these bodies to cany on their fine humgailariaa work 
until the end of this year. Only about half of this 
amount waa subscribed and practically all of it has 
been expended; thus, with seven months of the present 
year still to go. it will be necessary for the Associa¬ 
tions very shortly again to appeal for the funds so 
urgently needed. 

The good work these bodies ire continually carry- 
fog out unostentatiously but highly effectively may not 
ha generally understood. For example, their educa¬ 
tional activities include efforts to prevent dependency 
and family disintegration by building up llie ability 
of the iudmdua] to understand and help to meet 
his or her own needs, trying to assist families to 
solve difficult problems, while they also co-operate with 
health agencies and physicians in building up public 
health. Material relief is given to many families 
•hose needs can not ba met in any other way. 

It is realized that the scale of relief from official 
source! in numerous instances is insufficient to keep 
families in food, fuel, light end rent, let alone 
clothing, medical supplies ss may be wanted from 
time to time, and the many other incidentals which 
fall within the category of bare necessities. This is 
where die Friendly Help Welfare A ss oci a tions step 
in and prevent what otherwist might easily mesa 
family disaster. 

Lett year, for instance, in Victoria proper alone, 
■o fewer than 2,772 individuals re ce ived new and used 
clothing, and had it not been possible to supply this 
wearing apparel untold hardship would have been 
die result. On top of this were shoes, the repairing 
of shoes, the purchase of material! for the making 
qf clothing, ami to on. Operation of the Sunshine 
Camp for bred mothers and undernourished children 
If a model of humanitarianism. 

In other words, the Friendly Help Welfare As¬ 
sociations are supplementing the general governmental 
relief work in a very necessary way. and it it to be 
hoped the public of Greater Victoria will tee that 
there shall be ao handicaps to the efficient work 
now being carried on through shortage of funds.
